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TWO RESES ADOPTED WITHOUT VOTE BY COUNCIL MAY 8 URGE AID

COORDINATOR OF UN ASSISTANCE TO ZAMBIA , SIR ROBERT JACKSON, 
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GAVE PROGRESS REPORT ON INTERNATIONAL ASSISTANCE TO ZAMBIA, AND 
SAID ESTIMATED TOTAL COST TO ZAMBIA ARISING FROM BORDER 
CLOSURE WAS $158.3 MILLION TO DATE AND INTERNATINAL 
ASSISTANCE TO ZAMBIA $52.4 MILLION TO DATE. KENYA INTRO- 
DUCED EIGHT-POWER RES ON ASSISTANCE TO ZAMBIA, AND 13 DELS SPOKE IN

ECOSOC SHOULD FIRST CONSIDER ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL SITUATION 
IN SUDANO-SAHELIAN REGION. PRES KARHILO (FINLAND) REPLIED 
THAT BUREAU SUGGESTED EARLIER. IN PRINCIPLE, THAT ITEMS 
SHOULD NOT BE CONSIDERED IN PLENARY UNTIL SPECIFIC 
PROPOSALS SUBMITTED. MITIN (USSR) SUGGESTED RES ON

COMITE MAY 9 (A.M. ) TOOK NOTE OF REPORT OF COMMISSION ON 
STATUS OF WOMEN AND BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF MEASURES BEING 
TAKEN TO IMPLEMENT NEWLY-LAUNCHED DECADE FOR ACTION 
TO COMBAT RACISM AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. SCHREIBER 
(SECRETARIAT), IN INTRODUCING NEW ITEM, SUGGESTED ECOSOC 
MIGHT WISH TO BEGIN PRELIMINARY WORK ON PROPOSED WORLD CONF- 
ERENCE. VIEWS WERE EXPRESSED BY REPS EGYPT, FINLAND, FRG, 

USSR, CHINA, ITALY, CANADA, MONGOLIA, NETHERLANDS, UK 
AND GDR. CHINESE DEL DECLARED THAT JUST STRUGGLE OF 
PEOPLE OF SOUTHERN AFRICA WAS NOT ONLY STRUGGLE 
FOR THEIR OWN LIBERATION BUT ALSO FOR LIBERATION OF ALL 
OPPRESSED PEOPLE OF WORLD, INCLUDING WHITE LABORING PEOPLE 
IN THESE REGIONS, WELL AS BROAD MASSES OF LABORING AND JUSTICE- 
LOVING PEOPLE IN WESTERN EUROPE AND NORTH AMERICA. HE 
DEVOTED MOST OF HIS ATTENTION TO PROTUGUESE 
TERRITORIES, AND URGED CONTINUATION OF "ARMED STRUGGLE" 

AND "VIGILANCE" AGAINST COMMONWEALTH PROPOSAL.

WITHOUT VOTE, COMITE MAY 9 ADOPTED NEW ZEALAND-SRI LANKA 
DRAFT RES, FORWARDED BY SPECIAL GA, ASKING FAO TO PREPARE 
EMERGENCY PLAN TO BOOST FERTILIZER SUPPLY FOR DEVELOPING 
NATIONS, INCLUDING ESTABLISHMENT OF FERTILIZER POOL. 

COMITE BEGAN CONSIDERING REPORT OF PREPARATORY COMITE

SET DATES OF AND PARTICIPATION IN WFC. SOVIETS CALLED FOR 
"ALL STATES” INVITATIONS, AND US REQUESTED TIME FOR CONSULTATIONS. 
SUPPORT WAS STATED FOR RES ON FERTILIZER BY COLOMBIA, WHICH 
ASKED TO BE LISTED AMONG SPONSORS, AND BY ZAIRE, ALGERIA, 

CHILE, CHINA, THAILAND AND NETHERLANDS. (NEW ZEALAND DEL 
TOLD USDEL IT COULD NOT ACCEPT US AMENDMENT WHICH WOULD 
MENTION BILATERAL PROGRAMS.) (OURTEL 1724)

SOVIET REP PROPOSED "ALL STATES" BE INVITED. USDEL, 

SUPPORTED BY UK, REQUESTED TIME FOR INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS, 

AND CHAIRMAN DECIDED CONSULTATIONS REQUIRED. THRUST 
OF INTERVENTIONS ON OTHER ASPECTS OF RES WAS TO EFFECT
